Honour and Reputation of SCUT LAND. And ſeing, 

That Jobn Adair Geogr apt r has finiſhed ſeveral MA“ S of theſe Coaſts and is 
willing to m. ke up what remains : As alſo,Captain cha Slazer heth made ane conſi. 
derable progreſs in deſcribing the Ancient and preſent State of icotlar:d, and in making 
up in Copper Plares:he molt conficerable Proſpects of the Kings Caſtles, Palaces and 
ſeveralBurghs,and of the conſiderableſt Houſes belonging to theNoblemen,andGentle. 
men: And the ſaid John Adair and Captain Slazer * been at great Expences in 
purſuing the ſaids works. and that they muſt be yer at greate for the finiſhing thereof: 
Therefore HIS MAJESTY with Mice forefaid, does Stature and Ordain, 
That Sixteen ſpilling Scots be Exacted for every Tun ot Forraign Ships which come 
in to any Harbour or Road within this Kingdom ilk Voyage. and tour Shilling on every 
Tun of Scots Ships,above twelve Tun Burden once ilk year for the ſpace of five Years 
to be applyed by the Privy Council for compleating the ſaid MAPS and Profpetts 
of Scotland: And Ordains the ſame to be Collected by the Collectors of the Kings 
Cuſtoms, and to be payed in to the Kings Caſh-keeper Termly, to be diſpoſed of as 
the ſaids Lords ot Privy Council ſhall find neceſſary and uſeful for Reimbut ſing what 
is already expended on the ſaids Works, and what ſhall be yet requiſite for bringing the 
ſame toperfection, with Power to the Lords of Council, co ſtop the ſaid Impoſition in 
whole or in part when they find a ſufficient Fond collected for perfiting the faid MAPS, 

Proſpects and Deſcriptions of Scotland. Andlaſtly, HIS MAJESTY with Ad- 

vice foreſaid, Ordains this Impoſition to commenſe, and to be exacted from the firſt of 

Auguſt next, One Thouſand S hundred and Ninty Five Years: And Declares, that 

the ſaids Collectors ſhall be Lyable for the ſaid Impoſitions on Forraign and Scors Ships 

as ſaid is, in ſo fat as the ſame ſhall not be punctually exacted by them: And Or: 
dains the ſaids Collectors to deliver in to the Lords of Privy Council Subſcribed Liſts 
of the ſaids Ships with their teſpective Buidens as the ground of rheir Charge, and aps 
points the ſame Execution to pals hereupon at the Caſh keepers inſtance againſt the 
ſaids Collectors, as is uſual ſor HIS MAJESTIES other Cuſtoms, As likewayes all 


Execution at the faids Collectors inſtance againſt cheſe Lyable in payment of this Im- 
poſition as is uſual for the Kings Cuftoms.
